The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 1 and 15, line 5, "a CO operator" has been changed to "a central office 
(CO) operator" to define CO. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to show, teach or suggest that a DSL communication system comprises a central 
office ADSL transceiver (ATU-C) in discrete multitone communication with a remote 
ADSL transceiver unit (ATU-R), wherein the ATU-C comprises a central office operator 
configured to perform either spectral shaping of a dual bit map mode downstream 
transmission based on a power spectral density mask represented by the equation 
recited in claim 1 or spectral shaping of a far end cross talk bit map mode downstream 
transmission based on a power spectral density mask represented by the equation 
recited in claim 15.
